Numerous part 
time workers, widows, homeless chil- 
dren and the aged and Infirm are 
desperately in need of aid from the 
Federated Charities fund' now that 
former means of sustenance have been 
lost to them. 

Over $1,000. per day is' necessary to 
meet the requirements of destitute 
families alone, while provision of 
recreation grounds, aid to the sick and 
infirm.\and other branches of their 
work requires a similar expenditure. To

McCill Celebrates 
Anniversary Today 
Of Redpath Library 

Gest Chinese Collection Over 
130,000 Volumes 

OLP SITE iCROWDED 



Vniiainf^ Dedicated By Sir 
William Dawson 40 
Years Ago ; 

McOlll University: celebrates, tomor- 
row, ■ the fortlctli anniversary of the 
opening of tlic Redpath Library. The 
presentation was made by Peter Red- 
path, who was. at the. time, senior 
Governor of the University. The new 
building was fornully opiened by His 
Excellency the Earl of Aberdeen, Gov- 
crnor-General of Canada. 

The library, on opening, contained 
35,000 books. This has grown to the 
imposing total'of 420,000 volumes. This 
number does not include the 47,000 
volumes contained, in the Medical 
Library, which was founded in 1821; 
included, however, are the - 130,000 
volumes of the Oest Chinese Library. 
Growth of Library 

In 1862, the 2,000 volumes which 
constituted the college oolléction, were 
kept in the old Molson Hall. The in- 
crease in number was steady, and by 
the time the new building' was opened, 
there were 35,090 booU. 

At the openhig, Sir William Dawson 
pointed out hoW favorably the new 
building contrasted with the old one, 
whose overcrowded atmosphere was 
no Inducement for either study or 
literary relaxation. Presiding in the 
absence of Sir Donald A. Smith, af- 
terwards Lord Strathcona, H. R. Mol-> 
son paid tribute to the generosity of 
Mr. Redpath. He praised his foresight 
in perceiving the iiecd bj^^t^miiver". 
sity and his thoughtfuli ^MMac ontrl 
buting to this need. '^Illr^ 
Dies in England

First Horse in 1647 

The first horse came to Quebec in 
1647 and was given to the Governor. 
The poor aniriiai lived in equestrian 
solitude for eighteén 'years until the 
.famous Carlgnan-Salicres Regiment 
brought v/ith them a dozen beasts, 
stated Mrs. Warren. 

In the' honour of ttie Marquis de 
Tracy was given the first Ball ever 
to take place in Canada. This was 
given on New TTear's- Day, in 1687. The 
pious Jesuit Father' who' wrote of the 
'event, adds a prayer that no evil may 
come of It. 

Card Games Popular 
That card games were prevalent in 
the latter part of the seventeenth cen- 
tury we are given ample proof. .\s 
the currency had given out, the Gov- 
ernor payed the soldiers with playing 
cards, stamped with the fleur-de-lis, 
and signed by officials of the Govern- 
ment. Some of these cards are pow 
preserved as the first bank notes éver 

Issued. , 

Àf fer the gaiety of the first ball 
the amusements increased lil Quebec 
until we learn from General Mont- 
calm's .letters in 1705, that he was 
aniazcd at the extrlava^moe' of ttie 
banquets held In hlé honour^ 
, English Soldiers Add to Gaiety ' 
When the two inva:lon5 of Quebec 
were . ovei*, the New 'dear's Day was 
very different to that of 1648. Pres- 
ents and compliments were carried, 
and calls were made, but they wero 
made by English -Officers on horse- 
back, in brightly coloured uniforms; 
while carloles were drawn up . and 
dovn the steep streets - by the des- 
cendants of the horse^i brought by de 
Tracy.

the League of Nations and her walk-out from the 
disarmament conference. . - 

Daladler's fall in Paris may have had some- 
thing to do, with the abatement of activity, but it 
is doubtful whether this was the ~ main reason. 
Hitler is appealing to Germany for ratification of 
his actions, and he is probably leaving things slide 
until he can appear before the world claimitis 
the undivided support of Germany. 

The issue of the referendum leaves no doubt 
as to the turn of the votes. As far as can be as- 
certained, the . text of the plebiscite on which the 
people are being asked to vote yes or no, cannot 
take no for an answer. I can sec only one result 
from the poll; an unanimous support of Hitler in 
an election that will probably be able to shame 
Tammany'a Aotivlties .in New Vork in its balmiest 
days. X cannot see how anybody wUl vote no to 
the resolution. The whole election Is a farce, and 
relegates the last of parliamentary procedure in 
Oermany'to thé archives of the State office. 

Incidentally, Germany will come out of thé 
elections with the central government more power- 
ful than ever before. No state elections have been 
called to replace the dissolved state governments, 
and undoubtedly it Is Hitler's plan to run the whole 
coimtry from Berlin. ^ 

. This move may have little significance to us 
who have been accustomed to strong central gov- 
ernments, but it appears very doubtful whether 
Germany as a whole will be able, to accept such a 
condition. The national structure of Germany is 
a union of .states, much leu looeely connected than 
arc the provinces in Canada, Each state is, or 
rather was until very recently, jealous of her state 
powers and whatever sovereignty she retained. -Only 
seventy years have elapsed eince the southern states 
reluctantly decided to side with Prussia, Portly be- 
fore, the Franco-Prussian war, and this iuppened 
only as a result of unscrupulous secret diplomacy. 

. Whether the German states, wUl accept their 
destruction with cabn is an open question. - Un- 
doubtedly, , no flare-up will result at the moment, 
but sbch Uttlc acts on the port of Hitler 'pile up 
slowly, and eventually he will add the straw that 
will break his back. Plenty ot subterranean dis- 
satisfaction is rife In Germany, The several mil- 
lion votes tltat the Communists cast last year have 
not all been brow-beaten into acceptance of the 
Hitler dogma, I have a story from an eye wit- 
neH, exeepUonally reliable, whose tale has not been 
mangled by report through à hundred mouths. He 
tells me ot ft factory in Germany, employing. hun« 
dredt àt skilled workmen. It so happens that their 
product la essential to several induatrles. At, an 
appointed hour every-' day all the men lay down 
their tools for ten minutes, barricade .the, doom, 
and proceed to sing the international, with ft few 
impromptu choruses thrown in for good measure. 

' Naturally enough, the. management^reporta the 
incident to the local Nazi headquarters,- and' five 
minutes after peace has . descended on tlte . work- 
rooms, the police arrive deriiindlng the leaders of 
the Communists. The answer la a self-denounce- 
ment on r the part of every man in the factory.^ 
What can' the militia do? They cannot arrtet 
everybody, because, these skilled workmen cannot 
be .replaeedr ftnd to remove them all to the con- 
centration c&ips would mean the closing of the 
'factory, wbiOh in turn would affect aisveral im- 
portant industrlw. «z? 

It is events like this that show the real con- 
dition of the country. While Hitler may claim the 
unanimous support of the country, there are thou- 
sands of groups such as pictured above who wlU 
not vote, yet will continue to wait for the oppor- 
tune moment to break out into the open. 

Of course, to . us the' question persists^ as to 
which is th6 lesser evil of 'the two, Hitlerism or 
Communism. Many entertain fond hopes that^lt- 
fer will be superseded by a more human and hu- 
mane Chancellor but unfortunately, history proves 
to us that extreme is followed, by reaction, and the 
pendulum must swing to the opposite direction be- 
fore it settlu^ to its mean. 

Tl^pimmlnent reaction, however, must be 
bravedi^ppite of many of Hitler's apologists in 
foreign' '^hds. Hitler has scandalized the world 
with his actions, his country may be OBtraeUed, and 
lil5 connections with the world may bé brought to 
an abrupt end should Hitler take his plebiscite, 
with its foregone conclusions, too seriously. 

The world has suffered a great deal since the 
descent of the German legions upon Flanders, and 
tt^must take this potion, perhaps thfel gsy of hatred 
and intolerance, with the courage MW^hefstrenefh 
with which she has faced the last twenty years.

ijnJDCHt HALL'S Saturday afternoon recitals start- 
ed this week-end vith à' well arranged program 
featuring Lucien Martin, vloUnist. It was a con- 
cert in which the techniques of the instrument 
were weU mirrored, though not to the detriment 
of the concert, for the numbers, contolned much 
musical Interest. 

The Brahms concerto which opened the recital 
Is an ambitious work for any violinist to attempt 
in the orighial scoring with orchestra. Lacking the 
latter, the piano was at best barely adequate; the 
transcription is a good one, and is surprisingly rich 
and sonorous in some of the bars; it loses so much 
however to tonal value as to' prove irrefutably the 
original concept of the entire concerto as a ^can- 
vas of musical tones; rather 'than melodies and 
harmonies. Jeanne ^vetro accompanied at the. 
piano, doing much with the few opportunities at 
her command, and though hasty on occasion, ap- 
proached -more than once the fullness of the ori- 
ginal concerto score. 

Of more general Interest were the reraainlnp: 
numbers of the program. The bright and gay "Brief 
Life" by Do Palla was followed by one of the 
Brahms "Hungailah Dances" ih' iiirhlch the vlbUnist 
accentuated the sentlmentol values rather more 
than would be e^^cted. The Winlewsky "Taran- 
tella" and the Moart "Itondeau" ttuiig&^'^ifar apart 
In historic reference were' eosUy rampmble as 
dance treatments and were both given the best 
performances of the concert. 

Lucien Martin's mellow-toned instrument re- 
sponded, the more effectively to his steMy bowing 
and sharply centred notes. In his double-stopptog 
he sometlmés fell short of the requhrements, and 
his vibrato was far too rapid. Somewhat dramatic 
in his outward manner, he gives the feeling of 
liavlng learned his lessons well, needing now soifte 
musicaL experiences to i>erfect .his art. v His pedan- 
tic treatment of the pyrotectuiical cadenzas of the 
Brahms concerto showed the student; his very sen- 
sitive playing of the lyrically beautiful solo passages 
of the same ; composition showed his possibilities.

"Thais" At Imperial 

I^ASSENET'S "THAIS" rung up the curtain last 
night on two weeks of opera by the Montreal 
Opera Company. The performances were varied 
ones: Hope Hampton, lyric soprano sang brilliant' 
ly, moved about with studied graëe, and enhanced 
her porf further by a radiant personality. William 
Flilin gave very dramatic! feeling to his difficult 
role, though he . appeared to reserve his voice to 
"the detriment of; clkrlty; while Edn-ard Kane's few 
appearances were well handled, his clear diction 
and rioh tenor fallhig never amiss. 

Opera is only" as sùc<iessful as Its princlpai-;, 
and those being of a gooà standard,' the production 
Itself followed suit. The choruses were well trained 
aftd very colorfully costumed; occasional loss pf 
tune and pitch can be ascribed to thslr rather large 
size. In the matter of tempo,r>th'3"p^ was 
rather slow, a detaU that ~was- unfavourably aided 
by over-long lntemls''bètwècn scene-cKanges. 

• The settings deserve siieclal mention, being ob- 
viously designed on the grand scale. The ideas of 
the designer were all sound, and in the case of a 
roadside scene were most 'realistically carried out. 
In the other instances; however, an obvious fault 
was the mixture of styles: strictly classical form,s 
vied with modem . motifs for interest, while im- 
pressionistic "cork-screw",' trees filled the back- 
ground, ''■■jj.A'-'-^i/'-y - ■ ' - ' 

The dramatic rendering of the opera was in 
antithesis to the Settings. It was hi the main 
academic, following, well establlshad operatic mcdos 
and mannerisms to perhaps too. gi'eat an extent, 
bordering therefore on the melcdramntle. 

The opera Itself, while not as full of melodic 
Interest as some more popular works, contains 
nevertheless very many beàutifuT arias, some very 
effective religious chants in the first act, and the 
famous "Meditation".

Explorer Describes 
Expedition Through 
Ct. Arabian ^Desfirt

by a caravan of- his former expedition, 
but was disappointed and spent some 
^llme cxploïlng the surrounding coun- 
try. He found ruins linking the 
.ancient clvilizatioh of the country with 
that of Abysinnia. He also made a col- 
lection of over seven hundred speci- 
mens of the animal and insect life 
discovering some twenty-four which 
were new to aeience. 

Mr. Thomas also found other evi- 
dence of a close connection between 
the peoples of Southern Arabia and 
Northern Africa. The people are rac- 
ially distinct from those of the North- 
land. Speak languages which are close- 
ly, akin io. -ancient Semitic roots. This 
and some iof their customs form an in-, 
teresting link .^wlth Abysinnian civili- 
zation. Their Mohamedianism is only 
superficial for though they swear by 
the Koran have no scruple about 
breaking their oath, yet will stick to 
the truth when swearing on some of 
the old shrinemaking. 

< The First Lap 

Making his way through the coastal 
mountains by dried up river beds, he 
reached the territory famous in biblical 
times for Its frankincense. This, by 
the way, plays a large part in some of 
the rites of the people who are firm 
believers in witchcraft. ' Here he heard 
riimors of a buried city which is claim- 
ed by many to be the ancient city of 
C^hir. 

N ;plotting hte course by sextant arid
